Faculty Senate Lights Way 
For Kansas State Smokers 



An aee-old rule at Kansas State 
wa» thrown out yesterday when 
I>re8l4«iit McCain approved smok- 
ing Ib ofticea of (stmpns buildings. 
His arHon became effective im- 
niediatply. 

The President's action came 

after the Faeultr Senate voted 
Tuesday afternoon to recommend 

to tlif President that smokins be 
permitted in offices and other 
designated areas to be determined 
bjr McCain. 

Tin- Frrsidont iniiiiffliafely 
accei>ted the i!»euMte*s rwomiuen- 
dattons and ttamf^iB&fmSL that 
r>e«fHMM mmt uiiihs to •fHoee at 

ho iircsent. As soon as a sft of 
rcKulHtioiis can be ^et up, 
fimoklng wlU be pMmaltted In 
other dealipiated areas. 
Before isanin;? a formal an- 
nouncement of approved areas, 
McCain will confer with represen- 
tatives of the atndent body and the 
administrative staff. 

Tt i« experted that the regula- 
tiuns governing smoking on cam- 
pus will be announced soon. 
McCain snid that smoking 
will b(* prohibited in clHssronniK 
and lalMralorles and otli<*r 
lilacea whow smoklnic would 
rfvate a fire liatMd, cfcate nn^ 
»ii^htltties.s ai^ iatttfeie with 
et't'iciciiry. 
Smoking was taboo on the K- 
State campus until the mld-1940'8. 
Smoking had been forbidden In 
cainims bnildiiiRH, with a few ex- 
ceptions, until the President's de- 
cision. The exceptions were the 
^^.^-esidem e halls, the Student hos- 
^? tal, the Military Sfience huild- 
lug. the Cafeteria, and the tem- 
porary Student Union. 




Fall Term 

5,838 Staters Enroll; 
170 More Expected 

E&roUment ftt K-St&te Is ex|>ected to reach the 6,000 
mark for the first time since 1949. according to B. M. 
Gerritz, registrar and director of admissiotis. 

This is an 11 per cent increase over tlie &,3S5 students 
who enrolled for the fall semester last year. 

At the elote of the refrular registration iteriod y ester* 
day ftfteranon^ 5,8S8 stideiits had enrolled* an Inerease 
of €88 over the MIS stndentii refistered at the sane tbne 
a year ago. La»t year there were 1A9 late enrolleeK, and 
a similar amount of Itite eiirollees is expected this fall* 
This >voiil(l push the total enrollment above (i,lMML 
Not since jthe four years following World War 11 have 
more than 6,000 students enrolled. This year's enrollment 
should be the^bigheat since the fall semester of 1950 when 
5,900 students enrolled. K-State*8 highest enrollment was 
attained in the fall semester of 1948 when 7,430 students 
enrolled. 

Secoud-seniester enrolhiietii in 1 Mr» } - 1 !tr»r> was r>, 1 1;?. On 
the basis of this, early estimates had been that some 5,650 
students would enroll for the fall semester. 

At least 300 more students than anticipated will enroll 
for the fall semester, Gerritz said. 

"We are approximately two years aheail of the expected 
rat*' oi' increase in enroll me ■<! at K -State." I^residt^nt 
McCain said. "We are cnrolliniy: tliis full nearly the nnm- 
her of students we were expect in ji!;' for the lull of Ut."»7." 
A substantial Increase this semester is in the number of 
upper class students, Gerritz said. This is due particularljr 
to larger- than-anticipated numbers of transfer students 
and returning veterans. 

The iimnlxM- ol' frosluni-n stndcnts also is up, paril>- I)o- 
cause greater numbers of high school graduatea ai'e going 
on to college each year, (lerriLis said. 

This Is th« fifth consecntiye year that e nwrtHne nt ha« 
climbed at K-State, he said.

I won't try toi 
tell the story of Ids life because Saul B^« 
low has done it well enough to win the Na- 
tional Bonk .\v.ard for 1964 and I See SQi 
reason for niy ruining it. 

I'rohahl} the hetter linnwn of our two 
recommended ]taperbaclis is Kast of Eden, 
John (Shociccr) Stein lieckN latest. The 
book covers seven decades and three 
genemtlons of nnasnally awfal personal 
and events tempered well with a sort ol 
"^survival <tf the tUteMf* attitade chame- 
t<'ristic of St«'inlie('k. 

The film of the^samc name was, of iie* 
cessity, a poor reproduction of Steinbeck's 
»fory. 

Spiking of the cinema, I thought that 
the J. Arthur Rank production of Romeo 
and Juliet wasn't nearly as rank a produc- 
tion as some of my friends seemed to think. 

The critici.sm I heard most of the Britisli 
film was that Romeo spoke his lines like 
a bloomiu' adolescent. Well . . . Will 
Shakespeare has Juliet at 13 years of age 
and Romeo Just slightly older. And Will 
ought to know since he wrote it. 

That's a funny thing. The American peo- 
ple aren't used to seeing a movie that fol- 
lows the book so closely. 

It's too bad that Hollywood feels it has 
to rewrite, usually beyond recognition, 
eversrthing from The Snow of KilamanJi^Mpi 
to the Ho^ Bible.

The 1340,000 library Btacks

The animal industries 
building and the extension build- 
ing were financed from a similar 
12 million allocation iu 195,1. 

In addition to the new construc- 
tion, the school faces the problem 
of replacing a large barn that 
burned recently. Thi.s barn was 
located north of the site of the 
animal industries building. Work 
now Is being done on estimates 
and plans for replacing it, Ging- 
rich said.

The Soviet declaration constituted a blunt reply to West German 
CtasMllor ICimnUI Adenftner's claims in Mme&w aflar acPMlBCto 
Tfstore diplomatic relations with Russia. 

Adenauer aald the agreement — linked to a verbal promise by 
Bnssla's leaders to repatriate German prisoners — did not eeaatl- 
tate recosnition of the present territorial situation by eltber side, 
and final determination of borders had to aM-ait a peace treaty. 

Adenauer also stressed the Moscow agreement did not change his 
sovemmont's vt&m that it had the right to speak tor all of Ger- 
many — ^BSaat and Wwt

BKIiGRADK — -If you want to see how 
dangerous the new Soviet j^oUcy of sweet 
reason ettn be to the Wett. tbts tv the 
place to come. 

In the Rood old days of Josef Stalin, 
Yugoslavia was, in every practical sense, 
a ttanneh allr of the nutted States. This 
wan not becauHe the Yugoslavs loved ua. 
Wnen the Soviets were daily threatening 
the "Faeeiat beast, Tito," the Tngoslav 
dictator led Ills coiintT7 Into an alliance 
with the West becanst ther« i^m notUnf 
else he could do. 

ComMer the difTense* now. TiisoelaTla 
Is tGat noir an ally of the 8o¥iet Union. 
Hut Yugoslavia is most definitely no longer 
an ally of the United States either. 

An Bast-West ocmtest tuw been Joined 
here, §m which tlie new Soviet rulers 
hold Home v^ry high rafds Indeed. M'hen 
HeHsrii. KhruHchcliey iind Bulganln came 
hem m tew weelce mgo, ihey 
lauKlied Ht In America as 
characterti in baggy iwnt.s. But tiM 
lidiciiltess characters In baggy pasts 
already have snooeedcd in polling Bel- 
grade much neai^r to Moscow and niiicli 
further from WaMhington than at any 
tine ta the hut seven years. 

This Is not to Buggest that TngoslaTla 
Is about to become ag^in a satellite of 
the Soviet Union. On the contrary, the 
Yugoslavs will fight rather than knnekle 
under to the Kremlin. On thie^ one point, 
the disputations Yugoslavs, from Marshal 
Tito down to the ragged drive r.s of the 
Incredibly decrepit Belgrade tazls. are all 
absolutely in accord. 

Nor does it mean that Yugoslavia is at 
alt llktly formally to rejoin the Bastem 
bloclc. Tho YiiKosiav leaderti are anything 
but fools, and there would be notlitng for 
then to gain and a great deal to lose in 
a formal alliance with the Soviets. 

The real danger is different. The real 
danger is that Yugoslavia will become not 
a formal member of the Bastem hloe, 
tat « kind of f«llow-lrav«l0r of the Baet 



— sometimes criticizing Sovjet policy, but 
generally supporting the Soviets and rna* 
ning Interference for them. _ 

In this capacity Tngoslavla could he a 
great deal more useful to the Kremlin 
than in the old satellite status. To the 
•nd of establishing just this sort of rela* 
tionship with YuKoslaviH, the redinUous 
characters In baggy pants have been play* 
Ing their ear^ wretally and well. 
r..Te 

The opening play, of course, was tho 
visit to Belgrade. Since then, there have 
been all sorts ot exchanges of mlsslont 
and protottattoos of mutual regard. But 
the Kremlin's ace of spades was the eco-> 
nomic deal which Yup)slav economic cxar 
ynkmaaovfe p^iMly bronj^ IMgft frost , 
Moscow a few days ago. 

The real slgaiflcance of this deal ra« 
only be understood against the back* 
ground of Xagosliivla*» oeoaowle aitaa* 
tlon. 

When Stalin flapped the economic 
blocade on Yugoslavia after the break, 
fnto desperately bommed money front 
the West on any terms In> could jret. 
He mm owes money to inmt of the 
countries in Western Europe, and most 
of the deliCs omne due next Decemher 

81. 

The sums involved are not huge — the 
total comes to aronni I ISO mllUflo. Bat 
Yugoslavia's economic situation is still 
just short of despertate, and Tito's "capi* 
tallstle-minded*' creditors — to use Tito's 
own phrase — rare pressing for their money. 

In this situation, the Soviets — who ot 
course eaused Yugoslavia's worst troubles 
in tho first place— have eome dating to 
the rescue.

Rules for class attendance, ss mottf i 
by the K-State Senate And annctnnced by 

Dean A. L. Pugsley, are printed below for 
the information of new Students at K- 

State. They are: 

ABSE\CEH— Each student is ex* 
pected to attend all meetings of the 
classes to which he is assigned. 

EXCrsiNG ABSENt'KH — Absences 
may be excused only by the student's 
dean. A sti^ent wbo misses ctesses 
while under the care of student healtb 
will be issued an excuse from those 
classes by his dean on rerommendatioa 
by the director of Student Health. It is 
desirable, where possible, that excuses be 
obtained in advance of the absence. The 
student's dean will notify tiie instructoi* 
of excused absences. The student is per- ^ 
mitted to make, up woi% nUssed duriajf^' 
excused absences. 

ABSKNCES FOR ACTIVITIES— Each 

student who will be absent to participate 
in out-of-town or other College-sponsored 
activities must submit to his coach or 
spons0r of the event a complete form for 
each of his classes (Bxouse Absence 
Notification to Instructor, obtained at 
the College Post Office). The coach or 
sponsor will compile a list of students 
authorized to make the trip on a separate 
sheet (Absence Notification to Deans) 
and present a copy of it and the Absence 
Notification to Instructors to the respec- 
tive offices of the academic deans con- 
cerned at least 24 hours in advance of 
departure. 

EXCESSIVE ABSEXCES— A student 
may be withdrawn from a course by 
his dean for excessive absences. After 
due warning to both students and par- 
ents, the dean may report persisteni?> 
absentees to the President with recom- 
mendation for suspension from the 
College. 

OPTIONAL ATTE\PA\CE — Seniors 
have optional attendance. Juniors with 
a 2.0 grade point average the preceding 
semester have optional attendance. Sum- 
mer school does not enter Into litis calcu- 
lation. Instructors are not required to 
allow students to make up class work 
missed as a result of the exercise of this 
privilege. Abuse of the optional atten- 
dance privilege may result in loss of the 
privilege upon the recommendation of 
the Instructor and at the discretion <^ 
the student's dean.

Lawn Gone Campus 
Receives New Hope 

Good news for campus lawiis and shrubs came yesterday 
when President McCain announced that the CoUege would 
seek more legislattre funds for campus maintenance. 

At the present, the College has $23,000 a year or $121 

an acre budgeted for campus care. That figure doesn't 
compare favorably at all with the Big Seven average of 

$317 an acre. 

A campus commttteie recommended that a minimum 
of 97r>,000 a year would be required lor adequate 
eanipafi malntenamee. That flgnre would be about am 
average of 1880 aft acre for the eampviy aad should make 
eaaipus appeaimuee aboml three times as good as II Is 
now. 

The College annually spends thousands of dollars in 
publishing booklets on soil, lawnB, management, etc.> 
which tell Kansas cltiizens how to make better lawns, bet- 
ter landscaping, etc. It's about time that some considera- 
tion Is given to the oondUon of campus from which the 
Information booklets come. 

Campus beautlficatlon will not take pla< e overnight, 
but with several years of reseeding, landscapinf;, etc., tlie 
old Alma Mater should look graener and bet^r than it 
does now.

Frosh Representation By Law 
Submitted to Student Council

A constitutional by-law amendment to 
allow freshman representation on tbe 
Student council was submitted to the Coun- 
cil ilonday night by the commim^ on 
freshman irepresentation. 

XJpperclass representatives would con- 
tinue to be elected in the spring, but two 
freshman representatives would be elected 
in the fall. 

The freshmen would be chosen between 
the sixth and ninth weeks of tbe fall terms. 
The term of office would be one year. 

The representatives would be one boy 
and one girl with minimum grade averages 
of 1.^, based on 5-weeks grades. 

Members of the committee on frosh rep- 
resentation are Chairman Bunny Cowan; 
Mackie Murphy; Beverly Sargent; Char- 
lotte Henry; and Warren Nichols. 
Proposed aemndments: 
Articles 2, Section I, Part 1— The Stu- 
dent Council shall be responsible for tbe 
annwil election of S6A offlcMs In the 
springy S0A freshman r^regentatlvee In 
the fall, and the annual election of senior 
classe officers in the fall. (This would In- 
nert **^GA freshman. representatlTes In 
the fall**. 

Article 2, Section 2, Part 1— Date: The 
Student Council in office shall set a date 
for the election of incoming SGA officials 
and senior class office. For all SGA olr 
ficials the date shall be at least five weeks 
prior to the end of the spring semester. For 
senior class officers, the date shall be not 
more than six weeks after the beginning of 
the tall semester. The date shall always be 
set in time so petitions of nomination may 
be properly circulated, signed, and turned 
to the respective school council or, in the 
case of class officers, tbe Student Council. 
It shall be after the release of grades for 
the preceding semester so that scholastic 
eligibility of the candidates can be checked 



except in the case of freshman representa- 
tives. (This would add ''except in the case 
of freshman representatives.") 

Article 2, Section 2, Part 2— Apportion- 
ment of representatives: Representation 
for Student Council shall be based on the 
spring enrollment obtained from the regis- 
trar except in the case of freshman repre- 
sentatives .(This would add "except in the 
case of freshman representatives".) 

Article 2, Section Z, part .*ib — No one may 
sign more petitions than the number of 
representatives apportioned to his school. 
No one may sign a petition for a Studei^. 
Council candidate not from his school. 
Seniors only may sign one petition for each 
class office. Petitions shall be checked by 
the respective school councils to see that 
they are valid. It shall take 25 signatures 
to make a petition valid, except that of the 
president, which shall require 50 signa- 
tures, except in the case of freshman repre- 
sentatives. (This would add "expect in the 
case of freshman representatives".) 

Article 3, Section 1, Vacancies— In 
ease of transfer from one school In the 
college to another by a member, the mem- 
her will automatically lose his inemb«r- 
ship in tbe council and a new member 
will be appointed from the school left 
- without representation except in the case 
of freshman representatives. (This would 
add "except In the case of freshman rcp^^. 
resentatives**.) 

Article 3 Section 2. Joint meetings — The 
Council-elect shall sit ex-officio with the 
outgoing Council at the two regular meet- ■ 
ings following the general election and 
shall assume their duties following the 
second meeting, except in the case of fresh- 
man representatives. (This would add "ex- 
cept in the case of freshman representa- 
tives".)

LONDON — Since the war the Bntisli have de- 
veloped a habit, hy now almost m fagraliied as 

tea or fish and chips, of having an economic crisis 
every odd year. They are having one now. Its 
outcome will determine whether a nation— e*' 
perially a nation like Britain which is absolutely 
dependent on exports — can have its cake and eat 

it t€>0. "~ 

Bver Binoe the coronation of Qmeen Elisabeth U, 
th^ British have been having their cake and eatlns 
it— and very good it has tasted too, thank yon. 
There Is no vnemploynent here at aU. On the 
contrary, jobs are ffcing begging — in mines, in 
office, and elsewhere. This has given the labor 
unions an unchallengeable bargaining position and 
wagM have gona «i» and ttp. 

At the same time, hnidness has been boom- 
ing merrily, while the state has been spending 
immense sums tor defense and the social services. 
The result has, of course, been Inflation of the 
pound; the real value of the pound has dropped 
about 30 per cept since tbe devaluation in 1949. 

In theory, all this shonld have led long since 
to the loss of Britain's competitive position in 
world markets, and to another great econoinlc 
crisis. In fact, the current crisis is very weak tea 
indeed, at leaat tor the present, compared to the 
worldshaking crises of 1947, 1919. and 195!. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer R. A. Butler de» 
nles that It is a crisis at all — It Is oniy a dlfHevlty 
which, soon will he overcome. 

Tli« moat important outward and viable sign 



of the crisis or dificulty is the loss of something 
like 9600 million from the British gold and dol- 
lar reserves in the last nine months. At the same 
time, small and sinister whispers of a second de- 
valuation have begun to be heard and the pound 
has shown signs of weakening on the world m 
ket. The crieie or difficulty is invisible, of course, ^' 
to the ordinary Britisher, But the crisis is very | 
rMl to responsible men In both British parties, and 
they are worrying more than they care to admit. 

Indeed, It began to worry the able Cbanoellor of 
tite Bzeheqner am «arly as last Pebmarr, when 
he sharply raised the bank interest rate. This was 
supposed to have the effect of reining in the cur- 
rent boom. Instead, the boom broke info an ex- 
cited gallop. At the end of July, Butler tightened 
the reine further by clamping down sharply on 
consumer credit. It remains to be seen whether 
this will down the boom. 

Both Specialists and Conservatives are amaz- 
ingly optimistic for the long pull. Labor men re- 
peat, almost like a Utanr, that the Labor I^rty is 
going to have to adjnst its policies to the fact that 
mass unemployment and mass poverty are tiilnss of 
the past. 

An able Conservative politician remarked that 
he vas not really worried about the present eco- 
nomic troubles because the last 10 years had 
proved that catastrophes alwaya could be avoided 
by intelligent economic management by the state. 
This view, which now is widely shared here, 
amounts to the eonvlctloa that British can hava 
its cake and eat it too, provided the cak« Is Mt^V

Gen. Eduardo Leonard!, devout Catholif and Peron-hater sinrp at 
least 1950 takes over in a ceremony tomorrow as head ol a provisional 
regime pledged to uphold the cfmatltution, to restore freedom of 
speech, religion and press, to retura property unjustly seised duHng 
nine years of Peron dictatorship. 

Plana for Lonardi, 59, to take over today were abandoned. An 
official announcement said the 24-hoiir postponement wan canse4 by 
demonstrations being held in bis honor in Cordoba. 

Additional high-up officials of the former dictatorship were falling 
Into rebel hands but the man moM wanted stayed just beyond their 
reach aboard the tiny gunboat Paraguay in Buenos Airfs harbor.

New York (U.R)— Rocky Marci- 
ano, battered and worn after his 
roaring ninth-round "million dol- 
lar" knockout of Archie Moore, 
may fbUow In the footsteps of 
Oene Tunney and Joe Loals and 
retire as undefeated heavyweigbt 
champion. 

"Yes, it's true that I'm con- 
sidering retirement," admitted the 
Brockton blockbuster, who had to 
get off the floor in the second 
round before flooring Moore four 
timee and knocking klm ont at 
1:19 of tbe ninth round ot their 
title bout last night. 

"My mother and my wife are 
vrgtng me to retire, strongly,"

K-Stat«'8 enrollmeiit probiibisr will not roach 6,000, 
Registrar M. Oenlta said today. 

"Enrollment now stands at 5,961 and T donbt if wo will 
get many more late onroilo(»s/' Cprritz said. "We had 31 
more late enrol lees after a eomparable tinit; last year, aud 
1 don't expect that many tliis year." 

Through the end of the regular registration period 4,410 
men and 1,425 women had enrolled. This Is an average of 
three men to every girl. 

Hlf;li(>Kt <>nr(tninenf is in tlu> School ol* Arts tuid Srton- 
vvs. A total ol' 2.247 luid enrolled at tlie close of the r<>mi- 
lar reiri^trutiou period. There ivere 1,*>41I lueu eiirnlled 
and 808 women. 
The School of Bnglneertng, which had a 27 per cent 
increase In its finrollment over last tall, iiad enrolled 1460 , 
at the close of the regular registration session. Ten of these 
enrolleoH were women. 

The School of Agriculture had 883 enrollees. These in- 
cluded lour women. 

The School of Home Eksonomics had 547 women enrolled 
and nine men, a total of 556 enroUees. 

(Graduate school had 336 enroUees. Fifty-four of tliess 
were women and 292 were men. 

The School olf Veterinary .Hodlelne had the smallest 
enrollment with a total of 2.'i3. Tlie eiirolleeM iiieluded 
two women. 

There have been an additional 126 late enroUees since 
these calculations were made, Oerrits said.

SG A Outlines New 
Traffic Penalty Plan 

To K-State Drivers: 

Because of the Ugh number of traffic violations during 
the academic year of 1954-56, a special traffic regulations 

commiupc wuK established by Che Student Council last 
apring tu study the problem. 

The large number of violations indicate a general lack 
of respect among the students toward the old traffic con- 
trol system. The attitude of tne student body seemed to 
fttein from lack of a soort penalty svKtem, inconsistent en- 
fon enierit, bad publicity, and misuuderstaudlng of regu- 
^tiods, 

VsinK tlie experience gained from past traffic systems 
and tlie expei iences of (lie Trihdnal, tlie coniniiuee recom- 
mended a first plan and an alteruale plan. Tlie finst plan 
-wws a strict fine system, but the attorney general of Kan- 
sas declared the system illegal. The alternate plan was 
a penalty system, which reads as follows:

If « stadent reeelves a foarth ticket, he Is sabjeet to 
oxiMihlcHi fr(»in schturl for me soMMSter iBless ke eaa 
yruve the ticket invalid. 

This plan was approved by the Student Council and the 

traffic control board. It was presented to President McCain 

and was ai)proved liy him. We hope that the plan will re- 
lieve many of tlic problems of the old systems. We ask 
your help and cooperation in makinj^ it a success.

Commie Peace Move 
Has Ulterior Motive

WASHINGTON — ^The President's highest scientific advisers have 
warned blm, in Ote iCilllan Committee report, that the Soviet Union 
now is overtaking the United States in the cracial air-atomic weapoa 
race. 

Meanwhile, America's leading diplomatic policymakers Interpret 
several of the most important recent Soviet moves, Including the 
abandonment of the Soviet military base at Porkkaia in Finland, as 
maneuvers In a campaign to advance the moment when the famous 
"American lead" will become a Soviet lead. 

In this manner, two patterns that appear to be flagrantly con- 
tradictory — the pattern of the summit meeting at Geneva, and the 
pattern of the energetic and snceesstui Soviet alr-atomlc buildup 
— actually (it together with remarkable neatness, 

lu Older to see where and bow the fit occurs, it is only neces- 
sary to analyse a few of the facts that led the Killian CommittM 
to its bleak conclusions. 

In the iprasent period, according to tlie lt;ilW*« Cmnmittee, fra 
are In a transitional phase. The United States, while still having 
the edge In strength, Is losing that edge to the Soriets* 

This is happen iiif^, in this period, because of the re-equipmen 
of the Soviet strategic air force and air defense command with the 
new, high-qnallty Rifsslan longraitge jet bombers, and extremely 
superior day and iiip;ht flchtfrs. 

Production -wise, the United States as yet Is doing very Uttl* 
to reverse this trend. Output of American B-5Ss Is now far below 
Soviet output of a similar plane. A substantial increase has been 
ordered. But even after the new level of B-52 production has been 
reached, Soviet output of true intercontinental Jet bombers will 
'Still be ahead of American output. 

The American iimductinn picture in high-quality day and night 
fighters is even more uietaucholy. This is why the one hope of 
maintaining a sort of preearions balance ts the U.S. Strat^e Air 
Command's large compouent of a boat 1,600 B-4 7s. 

According to official American estimates, the loss of present 
overseas bases would cut the U.S. Strategic Air Command's sortie 
rate by something like To per cent — which means that SAC'a 
stiikintr power would thereby be cut 70 per cent. 

Here, of mume, is where the air building pattern and the 
Geaeva pattern fit so neatly tog^ter. Ibe ovesae aa bases Me 
threatened by Soviet plane hiilMiip, on the one hand. 

On the oilier hand, if anything positive has come out of Geneva, 
ItMs the new tmpetns given to i^lsarmameat. Point No. .1 in the 
Soviet di.^arinanioiit prosrram is the abandonment of all overseas, 
bases — and especially all American overseas bases. 

If the Soviets can only get theii- way on this one point, they will 
erlpple SAC, which la the only threat to the Soviet Union.

•axiiovs thMi eter to believe that **the Soriets are going homeT 
so perhaps it will eontribnte to peaee If the Americans go hone, too.

The optimtstle tone of Dalies' remarks Indicated there vas noth- 
ing in Buiganln's latter to dleconrage U.S. bopes for a slackening of 
the cold war. 

Snyder said the text ol Bulganin's letter will not be made public 
until it Is emtlnated by tbe U.S., and release Is agreed npon by the 
^^wo govern menta. 

Mr, Eisenhower received an English translation of the original 
letter yesterday at the guest bouse where he is vacationing high in 
the RotkieK. 

The J'lfsideiit talked with Dulles by telephone after reading the 
letter, lie also has been istudying it further, Snyder isuiU. 

Lonardi To Take Over Argenfino 

Buenos Aires, Argentina — Gen. Eduardo Lonardi officially takes 
over tbe government of Argentina today under Spartan conditions 
and witb a promise to render former Prisldrat Juan D. Peron harm- 
less. 

The 59-year-old provisional president, a retired major general 
■who bet a III e "chief of the liberating revolution," files here from 
Cordoba. He will find a flag-draped but heavily guarded city Still 
under a state of siege and an 8 p.m. curfew. 

Authoritative sources said Lonardl's new cabinet was expected to 
include Alfredo L, Palafiow, an old-tinie soriiilist, as minister of 
labor; Zavala Ortiz, a radical, as minister of economics; Vicente Solano 
Lima, a oonservatlTe, as minister of foreign affairs; and J. J. Vranga, 
•n army man, as minister of army. 

The report was considered significant because of the wide repre- 
sentation of political parties long la disfavor under Feron. 

Troops, tanks, and police patrolled tbe streets In expectation of 
new outbreaks such as those of last night. Joyous crowds Kurged 
through the streets last night chanting "Peron has gone" and "long 
^Jive liberty."

The Constitution provides 
that the powers of the Presi- 
dency "shall devolTe" on the 
VIce-PresMent im case of tbe 
dilef Kxecut Ire's death, resig- 
nation, or "inability to dis- 
chargo" the peiweea and dntlea 
of his office. 

But no legal body ever has de- 
cided what constitutes 'inability** 
to handle the Preeidency, nor who 
shall decide when a President is 
lit tneh a state. • 

It was disclosed yesterday by 
White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty thar the prob- 
lem of finding someone to make 
decisions for the President, it It 
becomes necsassary, Is under con- 
sideration. 

Hagerty has asked Deputy At- 
torney General ^Vi]]iam P. Ropers 
for an opinion on "any action 
that might be necessary at any 
time for any delegation of pow- 
era" by the President, and "if any 
are permitted." 

Thus far in AmrHcjin his- 
tory, only two Presidents— 
JameK A. Garfield, and Wood- 
row Wilson — have hem naiMe 
to dischai^ their official dntlea 
for considerable periods of time. 

Oarfleld was disabled July 2, 
1881, when he was shot by an 
assassin. He died the following 
September 19. Wilson collapsed 
September 28, 1919, while on a 
speaking tour defending the Ver- 
sailles treaty. He did not recover 
sufficiently to call his eabtnat nn- 
tll the following April.

Plans have been made to ask the 
1957 Legislature for a law which 
would a PI) rove a fining system. If 
other schools are doing it now, why 
not K-State? After all* how would 
a traffic fine differ from a library 
fine? Many persons contend that if 



K-State would set up a fining system 
without a specific law approving 

such a system, enforcement would 
be a major problem. 

I know a fellow who didn't pay 
a library fine. When he went to en- 
roll the next semester there was a 
little slip on his dean's card which 
said that he couldn't enroll until he 
paid the fine. A similar method 
could be used in enforcing the 
traffic fining system.

BELGRADE — Yugoslavia is living proof ot 
how far the process of change can go in a Con^ 
mvnlft atate. once goto etarted. AU ^naUfllA 
Obaervers agree that some sort of process ot 
change has started »lao in the Soviet Union. It 
Is tempting to speculate whether the change In 
Russia might go as far as it has here. 

Make no mistake about it — Yugoslavia is a 
Communist state, aud a dictatorship. But it is 
a different sort of ComuuMat ^tatonbto 
than it was seven or eight years ago, when 
Yugoslavia was threatening Trieste, and shoot- 
ins down American planea. 

b tboae days, according to r^lable wit- 
nesses, the Tito regime was In some ways 
touglter titan Stalin's. The suppression of 
nil vestiges of liberty was as total as fta 
Russia. Now, Tito's Yugoslavia presents a 
etartUng contrast even to the milder po8t> 
Stalin Soviet Vnlov. 

Take, aa an ettmpte. the party that dlW^ 
tator Tito threw one night for fhe Greek 
king and queen. If the late King Alexander had 
been around he would have applauded the im>- 
peccable fvll dress of the Yugoslavia officials. 

No such scene could possibly have occurred 
In the Soviet Union, where even the simple din- 
ner jacket Is condemned as a symbol of "bour- 
geois decadence," and official receptions are 
about as elegant as a bear hug. 

To be sure, there are ih Belgrade the sama 
dreariness and drabnMS which apparently are 
inaeparable from Communism. But, in sharp 
contrast to Moscow, there are pretty girls oil 
the streets, dressed with a certain sense of 
style. And there ■ is an atmosphere of casual 
human easiness here that still is utterly lacking 
In Kuada. 

You can have a meal alone with a Yugo- 
slav official or newspaperman. You can talk 
with him, argne with him, Joke wltti htm, in 
a way wholly impossible in Russia. The 
Yugoslavs are even capable of making jokea 
about the sacred doctrine. 
Actually, Yugoslav leaders take their owit 
special brand of Marxist doctrine very serl- 
ously indeed, though unlike the Russians they^ 
are capable of JOkIng about It. According t«^ 
the Yugoslavs, they discovered in about 1950 
that the Russian system of total dictation troin 
the center and niihless agrteultural eoUeetlTt* 
zatiou just didn't work. So they have elaborated 
their own brand of Marxism. Its catchwords are 
"decentralization" and "economic democracy.". 

The Tngoalays are perhaps the cockiest peo- 
ple in the world. By the same token, they are 
quite sure that — far from Ytigoslavta being at- 
tracted hack to the Soviet way Ot doing things 
— the Soviets eventually will see the wisdom 
of emulating the Yugoslavs, adopting "decen- 
tralization," "eeonomie democracy," diress snita. 
jokes, arguments among ^Hiemaeh es about pdU- 
tics, and all the other aspeeto of Yugoslav life.

Wunderlich said. 

The books formerly used in 
Japan promoted a belief in Shinto- 
ism, Which Wmn the Belief that all 
Ja panes were descended from a 



belief tn the war that the Japanese

world, Wunderlich said.
